SICILY THREATENS TO REVOLT 


Exclusion of One of Her nta- 
tives From ieee Bieerty 


Rome,—It is reported that Sicily 
is stirred with indignation at the fate 
of Nunzio Nasi, the ex-minister of pub- 
lic instruction, who, on charges of con- 
tinuous fraud and misappropriation of 
public funds was tried before the Ro- 
man senate, constituted into a high 
court of justice, and event con- 

forfeiture 


demned to prison, with the 
of his civic rights. 
On the } lea of ill-health, but really 


in order to prevent a popular rebellion 
in Sicily, Nasi was ‘hk ‘permitted to 
serve his term of imprigonment within 


the walls of the private residence in 
Rome. Cara inierl were staticned 
outside his apartments on guard, day 
and night, till his sentence was cut 
short by royal pardon. 

The fallen cabinet minister there- 
upon quitted Rome for his Sicilian 
constituency at Trapani, where he was 
welcomed back amidst unparalleled 
scenes of public enthusiasm, civic 
functionaries of every grade particl- 
patin; in the demonstrations. Rather 
than abandon Nasi, Trapani has chos- 
en to remain withou: representation in 
parliament for six years past; and it 
has re-elected its hero by overwhelm- 
ing majorities elghteen times, 

Nasi’s term of civil prdseription 
ceases next June; but the supreme 
cous in Rome has just decided. at 
Nasi’s own instance, that be 1s no 
longer eligible for membership in par- 
Mament. This decision has been rat- 
{fled by the parliamentary elections 
commission. The last word now 
rests with the chamber of deputies, 
which must discuss and settle the mat- 
ter before the end of the presént ses- 
sion. 

Unless parliament quashes the 

cision against Nasi, the Sicilian depu- 
tles threaten a popular rising in the 
| island. To promote the agitation, 
mass meetings of protest are being 
held everywhere, and the universities 
are taking a leading part. 

Sicilians do not deny the truth of 
the charges against Nasi; but they al- 
ilege that various ministers, both be- 
fore and after him, whose names rise 
lightly to their lips, have been equally 
corrupt, whereas Nasi, whose ability 
was of a rare order and who conferred 
enormous benefits upon Sicily, has un- 
justly been made a scapegoat simply 
because he halted from Sicily. At any 
rate, they maintain, havine explated 
his sentence, he should now resume 
the full exercise of his civic rights. 

Meantime, :nother phase of the de- 
plorable state scandal has terminated 
in this city. Prof. Giacomo Cortese, 
who was Nasi’s under-secretary of 
state in the ministry of public {nstruc- 

~y bas long been on trial before 
the higher council far haying attempt- 
ed, under threats of scandalous revela- 
tions regarding Nasi’s conduct, to in- 
duce that minister to nominate him 
to a permanent professorship; and for 
having subsequently in vengeance 
hurled against his former chief the 
string of eccusations that caused Na- 
si to be dragged before the high court 
of justice.

The greatest fight of the day took 
lace in the bull ring at 4 p.m., when 
fael Gomez, nicknamed Hl Gallo 
(The Cock) and Ricardo Torres, oth- 
erwise Bombita (Firework), two of 
the greatest I! dng matadors, were en- 
gaged to meet three bulls each, Gallo 
ig a born fighter, as were his father 
and grandfather Lefore him. His to-

The yearly earnings of a successful 


| fighter sre very large, the average 


fee being $1350 per fizht, but even in 
Spain Gallo has been paid $1750, while 
in Mexico this has been doubled. 

There was certainly nothing flerce 
about the bulls during the exhibition. 
Clods of-earth bad to be thrown to 
drive several into the open. Twelve 
hours before the fight the bulls are 
separated and shut up in small rooms, 
without enough space to move, and 
without food and \.«ter. Then when 
the time arrives the first bull is sent 
into the ring, alway. with the sun in 
his eyes, and for the first time in his 
life he finds himself alone and be- 
comes nervous and afraid. 

Great crowds at the booking office 
were clamoring for the cheaper seats 
early in the cay and at 3.80 not one 
of the 14,000 :>ats was for sale. All 
concerned in the actual fight drove to 
the ring in open carriages, and many 
made their way to the little chapel 
at the ringside to kneel at the altar 
before entering the ring. 

When the entry of the president and 
the various other ceremonial prelim- 
{naries were concluded a bugle call 
rang out, and the door of the building 
opened and the first bull bounded in- 
to the ring. Ho stepped short at the 
entrance, blinded by the brilliant 
light. Then looking around he picked 
out an object and with a fierce bel- 
low and head down made his first 
charge. 

There never was finer work than 
Gallo did with his second bull. Time 
after time the bull charged, and with- 
out moving his feet, Lut with a bend 
of his body he guided the bull past. 
Sometimes he would do this kneeling, 
while again he would pat the bull as 
he charged past. 

When the signal came to kill, the 
matador took his sword and, having 
worked the bull into position and tak- 


en careful aim, waited for the charge. 
With unerring precision the matadc_- 
lunged and the bull sank tu tie groun 
dead.

WATCHING WATER FREEZE. 


An Easy Way te Make the Growth of 
lce Crystals Visible, 

It is not commonly known that fresh 
water may sometimes be “colder than 
ice” and that the growth of. ice crystals 
may be made plainly visible. An in- 
teresting experiment to show this may 
easily be made. 

Fill a clean pint bottle with distilled 
water. Make a hole in the stopper 
large enough to let the thermometer 
pass through it. The kind of ther 
mometer used in physical laboratories 
is most convenient. Insert the stop- 
per in the bottle and let the thesmome- 
ter reach pearly to the bottom. 

Pack snow or ice and salt round the 
bottle as you would pack an ice cream 
freezer. If the bottle is not jarred 
the temperature may be seen to drop 
several degrees below the freezing 
point witbout freezing the water. 
| If the stopper and thermometer are 

now removed and a smal! piece of ice 

free from any trace of salt is inserted 

in the bottle and pushed down into the 

water crystals of ice may be seen to

, you will bave some understanding of

THE ZERO MARK, 
Origin of the Mathematical Symbot 
That Stands For Nothing. 

It fa the peculiar triumph of the 
Mathematiclans who constructed the 
Hindu Arable numerals that they were 
led to Invent a symbol for “nothing.” 
The invention arose out of the difficul- 
ty which was encountered when cal- 
culations were transferred from the 
ancient abacus board and became a 
written operation. 

On the abacus board, which may per- 
haps be seen still in infants’ schools, 
the rows of beads or counters repre- 
sented the numerals 1 to 9, but each 
counter or bead in the row above rep- 
resented ten times os greut a value as 
in the row below. Thus 591 could be 
transferred from abacus board to pa- 
per without difficulty, but 5 (0) 1 taken 
from the abacus might be 51, since the 
vacant place was vo longer indicated. 

Accordingly mathematicians were led 
to invent a character for the vacant 
place. The invention of this symbol 
for “nothing” witb the crowning, tran- 
scendent achievement in the perfection 
of the decimal system and lay at the 
base of all subsequent arithmetical 
progress. Among the Hindus the symn- 
bol was at first a dot, but it was soon 
superseded by a circle, O. Its symbol, 
suys Professor B, R. Turner in a wag- 
azine article on the numernk, bas va- 
ried greatly, and its pame bas a pedi- 
gree of its own. The Hindus called it 
sunya—vold. In Arabie this becume 


In 1202 Leonardo Fibonacci trans- 
lated it zepbirnum. In ‘1330 Maximus 
Planudes called it tzipbra. During the 
fourteenth eentury Itallan writers 
shortened it to zenero and cenro, which 
became zero, now in genera! use 
Meanwhile it hus passed more nearly 
in Arabic form into French as :hiffre 
and tonto English as cipber, taking on 
new significations.

This I# Accomplished by the Use of 
Sensitive Instrumente, and Then 
Comes the Difficult Task of Grappling 
and Raising the Severed Ends, 


The 700 mile cable that connected 
Hawilton, Bermuda, with Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, bad snapped. Somewhere 
under many fathoms of water lay the 
two broken ends, perbaps only a few. 
inches apart—more likely half a mile 
or so from each other—carried from 
their accustomed bed by the wash of 
the waves. Until the two ends were 
connected tbe thousands and thousands 
of dollars invested in the cable were 
bringing no income. 

As the result of the accident Hamil- 
ton was practically Isolated from the 
rest of the world, for the only other 
cable went to Jamaica. By sending a 
message to Jamaica and baving it re- 
layed to Newfoundland and thence by 
telegraph to New York it was possible 
to get a few words through Io a fairly 
short time. But the tolls were enor 
mously high. 

The moment the operator at Halifax 
found that the key on the Bermuda 
cable did not respond to bis touch he 
reported the fact to his superior In the 
Halifax office. Orders flew back and 
forth, telephone bells rang, messengers 
scurried tn and out of the office, and 
in a few hours the cable repair steam- 
er was on its way to Bermada. 

The operators at Halifax and Hamil- 
ton bad located the brenk. It :was 
about six miles from the Hamliton end 
of tke cable This they calculated 
with sensitive instruments used to re- 
cord the “resistance.” 

The writer was in Hamilton when 
the Mackay-Bennett steamed into the 
harbor and through the courtesy of 
the captain was on board when the 
steamer went out and grappled for the 
ends of the cable and restored it to 
usefulness. 

Even when the captain of a cable re- 
pair ship knows that the break Is about 
six miles from one end it's no easy 
affair to pick up the big wire ropes.

The material of the famous Portland

The vase is composed of two layers of 
glass, white over dark blue, The 
white was ground away by hand so 
as to leave the design in white upon 
the blue background. It is one of the 
tragedies of the British museum that 
this priceless treasure was smasbed 
to pieces by an insane visitor. It has, 
however, been repaired witb great skill 
and is now guarded witb extra care. 
Tbis beautiful specimen of Greek art 
is ten inches in height, with a diame- 
ter at its broadest part of seven 
inches. Its present pame comes from

heavy wire rope and lowered into the

ther the cable ship worked away from 
the buoy. At last, after three hours’ 
‘ work, the grapnel resisted the pull. 

The fish bad been caught. There was 
a cheer from the crew as it was pull- 
ed on board, about a quarter ofa mile 
from the other end. 

This end was connected with a tele 
| graph instrument, and the operator at 
Halifax, about 700 miles away, an- 
swered. There was nothing more to de 
except to join the broken ends, 

A new section of eable was carefully 
spliced to the cable thut had just been 
picked up. The cable was paid out 
over the stern as we steamed back te 
the buoy. This was hauled on board 
and the broken end spliced to the new 
piece of cable, an operation consuming 
less than half an hour. “I'he repaired 
cable, as good as new, was dropped 
overboard to resume its place on the 
ocean's bed. 

Rarely does a cable repair ship have 
such good luck. Often storms arise 
which drive the ship from her course, 
tear the boys from the-endsthog hold 
and compel the work to be done over 
aguin, 

ip northern waters these conditions 
are felt at their worst. The sbip be- 
comes crusted witb tce, it is difficult 
to maneuver and doubly so to deal 
witb a cable op bow or stern when the 
rollof tbe seas threatens to fracture it 
again, and the tauncbing of boats with 
men in them to buoy a loose end is 
bazardous. 

From these causes occasionally cable 
ships get sbort of coal and have te 
abandon work temporarily at criticat 
periods, or they are enmesbed among 
the tce floes or bergs and have to let 
go all and retreat.—Kari K. Kitchen isn 
New York World.
